BIG STEAMERS IN ESCORT 


City Is Decorated with the Stars and 
Stripes and Full of Excited 
People—Japan’s Tributes. 


YOKOHAMA, Sunday, Oct. 18,—The 


American battleship fleet dropped anchor} 


in the harbor at 9:30 o'clock this morning. 


Owing to the heavy fog that hung over | 


the bay there was some delay in the 
fieet’s arrival. At 8:45 A. M. the guns 
from the sixteen Japanese battleships 
boomed a salute as the Yankton, which 
Was slightly in the lead of the American 
fleet, appeared dimly through the fog, 
“which soon lifted a little, enabling a full 
view of the fleet approaching its anchor- 
age ground. 

Tt was in the gray hours before dawn 
this morning when America’s great white 
battleships were discerned 
at the entrance to Tokio Bay, while six- 
teen warships, the pride of Japan, in som- 
bre colcr, swung at their anchor buoys

The fleet responded by quietly dipping 
colors. As it came in the fleet was met 
by seven big ocean liners, chartered by 
the Prefect of Kanagawa, carrying 8,000 
persons, including many foreigners. 

The air was filled with bursting bombs 
sent up from various points, and the roar 
of voices was heard even in the City of 
Yokohama. When the fleet rounded 
Hounomou Point and came in view of 
the City of Yokohama the sixteen assem- 
bled Japanese warships began firing the 
ealute to the Rear Aamura! in command 
ofthe American fleet. The roar of the 
guns, the bursting of the 
bombs, the shriek of the steam sirens, 
with the drone of the deep notes of the 
liners, filled the overwhelming sound. 

When the fleet finally came to anchor it 
presented an imposing spectacle. Thirty- 
two great warships occupied four long 
columns of eight each, the Japanese im- 
mediately behind them, and heading due 
south. As soon as the fleet came to an- 
chor a reception committee and attachés 
of the various foreign embassies and le- 
gations and the Mayor of Yokohama put 
off from shore for the flagship Connecti- 
cut. 

American Ambassador O’Brien did not 
come down from Tokio because, under 
navy etiquette, he could not be present 
until the American wo gp the fleet 
had paid an official call upon him. The 
Ambassador's wife, however, was present, 
together with ladies of the embassy, as 
well as Consul General Sammons at Seoul 
and Mrs. Sammons, and Secretary Jay of 
the American Embassy, all in an unoffi- 
cial capacity as guests of the navy. 

Francis J. Loomis, head of the Ameri- 
can Commission to the American Interna- 
tional Exposition, together with Secretary 
O'Loughlin and the entire business men’s 
delegation from the Pacific Coast, now on 
a visit to Japan, was present. arriving in 
a specis! train from Tokio early in the 
morning. 

Every vernacular newspaper in Yoko- 
hama and Tokio printed special illus- 
trated editions this morning containing 
enthusiastic articles with reference to the 
coming of the American fleet. The entire 
circulation of these newspapers probably 
will reach one million.

BALLOON PICKED UP AT SEA.

| The Hergesell’s Two Aeronauts Are 
Believed to Have Perished. 


| 
YARMOUTH, Oct. 17.~The German 
balloon Hergesell was found floating, half 
deflated, in the North Sea 100 miles 
northwest of Helgoland by the Nor- 
wegian steamer Naddod and brought in 
here. There was no sign of the occu- 
pants, and the two aeronauts, Lieut. 
Foertsch and his assistant, are believed 
to have perished. 


BERLIN, Oct. 17.—The Hergesell was 
one of the twenty-seven contestants that 
| sailed away from Berlin last Monday in 
an endurance contest, All the others 
|} have been accounted for. The Plauen 
| was the last to be heard from, She was 
picked up Wednesday night in the North 
Sea by a trawler, with the pilot and his 
assistant in an almost exhausted condi- 
tion. 

The only message received from the 
Hergesell was dropped down Tuesday in 
Hanover Province. It said the balloon 
was then at an altitude of 2,100 meters 
and that the pilot did not know where he 
was, but he thought he was near the 
coast. 

The balloon races that were started at 
Berlin on Sunday and Monday of this 
week have been characterized by a series 
of accidents and mishaps. 

A total of fifty balloons started in the 
two races, the first for the international 
cup, and the second an endurance contest, 
Two of them—the American Conqueror 
and the Spanish Montanes—burst in the 
air, the first at a height of 4,000 and the 
| second at a hight of 6,000 feet, and their 
; occupants had miraculous escapes from 
)}death. In each case the remains of the 
envelope formed a kind of parachute 
which made it possible for the pilots to 
land alive. 

Shortly after 
been recorded the airships began to be 
repcrted from the North Sea, and as it 
was seen that they undoubtedly would be 
driven out over this body of water, the 
Serman Admiralty sent out a fleet of tor- 
| pedo boats to effect rescues. In this work 
the Germans were heiped by the British 
Government, which sent out two cruisers 
to the same end. 

A number of the kalloons made suc- 
cessful landings on shore close to the 
beach, but five of them—the American 
St. Louis, the Swiss Helvetia, the Spanish 
Castilla, the German Busley, and the 
German Plauen—all came down in 
water in the vicinity of Helgoland, and 
their occupants all had narrow escapes 
before they were picked up. 

The race for the international cup was 
won by the British balloon 3anshee, 
which landed successfully on the coast of 
Denmark.

On several occasions 
es was criticised for actions alleged to 
have been inspired by party affiliations, 
among them being the entertaining of 
complaints which led to the arrest of 
Sheriff Frank Sommer, Benjamin Atha, 
foreman of the Grand Jury, and Prose- 
cutor Wilbur A. Mott, on the charge of 
conspiring to indict.

POWERS ACT TO AVERT WAR. 


Bulgaria Assured That Turkey Has No 
Intention of Attacking. 


SOFIA, Oct. 17.—Sir George Buchanan, 
the British Diplomatic Agent, and Baron 
von Remberg, the German Consul Gen- 
eral, called upon M. Poprikoff, the Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, to-day, to give 
assurances that the military measures un- 
dertaken by Turkey, were only precau- 
tionary in character, and that the Porte 
had informed Great Britain an@ Germany 
that Turkey had no intention to disturb 
the peace. M. Poprikoff, in reply, said 
that Bulgaria was willing to send the re- 
servists to their homes if Great Britain 
and Germany would guarantee the pres- 
ervation of peace. 

This exchange of assurances had a 
tranquillizing effect, and the Minister of 
War countermanded the order calling out 
15,000 additional reservists. 

Alarming dispatches from Turkey have 
been given prominence in the newspapers 
here. According to these, 168,000 troops 
have been massed in Macedonia.

HIS PROTESTS IGNORED 


Witness Declares Morse Kept Close 
Watch on the Loan Book and 
Knew of All Transactions. 


The United States District 
sought yesterday, in the trial of Charles 
W. Morse and Alfred H. Curtis for viola- 
tion of the National banking laws, in the 
Criminal 
Circuit Court, to connect the defendants 
directly with the loans to Davison Brown 
and Leslie Whiting, which he 
were irregular. Throughout the morning 


session Adolphe Rado, formerly assistant | 


cashier of the National Bank of North 
America, was on the stand. 
questioned to bring out 


knowledge of Mr, Morse and Mr. Curtis, 
but in face of his direct protests to them, 

It was shown that Mr. Rado protested 
to Mr. Curtis against one of the Davison 
Brown transactions and that Mr. Curtis 
had silenced him with the remark, ‘ Mr. 
Morse has made a good deal of money 
for the bank.” <A _ discussion between 
the witness and Mr. Curtis with reference 
to a,check for $180,000 in favor of Mr. 
Morse, which he was called upon to 
sign, was ruled out by the court, but 
the most strenuous opposition on the 
part of the defense could not prevent 
the next incident from going before the 
jury. 

Mr. Rado told of a conversation in the 
course of the panic last Fall, soon before 
Oct. 14, the day when the loan to Leslie 
Whiting was finally closed out and a new 
loan was made to Mr. Morse. Mr. Rado 
was at luncheon at the same table with 
Mr. Curtis and Mr. Morse in the Bank 
Building. He protested to them against 
the omission of the Ice stock from the 
bond and stock book of the institution. 

Mr. Olcott, of counsel for Mr. Curtis, 
characterized his remarks as the “ mere 
whisperings of a subordinate official,” 
and suggested that the two senior officers, 
anxious as they were over the trend of 
events in the financial world, might very 
well not have even heard them. But Mr. 
Rado stuck to his point, and although he 
could not recall what Mr. Morse said to 
him on that occasion, declared that later 
in the day he had renewed his protests to 
Mr. Curtis, and that he had merely 
shrugged his shoulders. 


Morse Kept Tabs on Loan Book. 


The witness also declared that Mr. 
Curtis had authorized the withdrawal of 
some of the United Copper stock, which 
was part of the collateral of the Whiting 
loan, and that this was taken away by 
Arthur Braun, Mr. Morse’s outside man, 
and Miss Wilson, his Secretary. It was 
shown that Mr. Morse was present on at 
least one occasion when there was a 
withdrawal of collateral on one of these 
series of Whiting loans, and that the de- 
fendant kept himself posted upon the 
state of the loan book, and at times re- 
moved it from the loan cage to his quar- 
ters in the Directors’ room to examine it 
more thoroughly, 

A letter was put in evidence which Mr. 
Curtis wrote on July 19, 1906, to Mr. 
Morse, who wus then in Paris, in which 
he gave the ex-banker an account of a 
board meeting of the bank. From this it 
appeared that Mr. Havemeyer, one of 
the Directors, had protested strongly 
against the bank carrying 4,000 Ice shares, 
and had gone so far as to draw up a 
cable message to be sent to Mr. Morse 
urging their immediate sale. Mr. Curtis 
did send the cable message, but by post 
with the letter, and he informed Mr. 
Morse that Mr. Flagler, the other Director 
present, had come to see him later in 


the day to say that he did not approve 
of the cable. 

In cross-examination a determined ef- 
fort was made by Mr. Olcott to force 
Mr. Rado to admft that he was testify- 
ing under fear of indictment or under 
promise of immunity. Although he asked 
him closely about a conversation with 
Mrs. Curtis, in which Mr, Olcott declared 
that Mr. Rado had said that the Govern- 
ment had put the thumbscrews upon him, 
the witness denied absolutely that he was 
giving testimony through fear of the con- 
sequences to himself. 

Throughout the session yesterday Mr. 
Morse sat by his lawyer. His face was 
immobile, as it has been since the trial 
started. He followed the evidence close- 
ly, but seemed unaffected by it.. Once 
he consulted briefly with Mr. Curtis yes- 
terday, but for the most part there is no 
communication between them.

“Armenians in Viran-Shehr have been 
massacred by Turkish troops. The wo- 
men and children have been subjected to 
fearful treatment. 

“The troops were sent to Viran-Shehr 


to overawe the mutinous townspeople, 
two-thirds of whom are Armenians, and 
they at once began to murder and plun- 
der. They are said to have completely 
overrun the city.” 


The village of Viran-Shehr is in-the 
heart of Turkish Armenia, between Konia 
and Kaisarieh. [ft is described as built 
upon the ruins of an old town, possibly 
Chaboras. Its population is not stated.

KERN DEFENDS GUARANTEE. 


Says the Plan Would Restore Confi- 
dence and Hence Prosperity. 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn. Oct. 17.—%1% 
two speeches in Connecticut to-day, John 
W. Kern, the Democratic Vice Presiden- 
tial nominee, devoted much of his atten- 
tion to the bank deposit guarantee plan 
advocated Mr. Bryan. He spoke in 
the afternoon in Stamford, the home 
town of Vice Chairman H. 8. Cummings 
of the Speakers’ Bureau of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, to a good- 
sized audience composed almost wholly of 
business men of Stamford and of New 
York living in Stamford. 

In this city Mr. Kern addressed a very 
large crowd, mill workers and laboring 
men predominating, in a big armory. 
Theodore A. Bell of California, who pre- 
sided as temporary Chairman at the con- 
vention at Denver, also spoke at both 
meetings. 

“*Confidence,”’ said Mr. Kern, “is said 
to be, and doubtless is, the chief factor in 
the bringing about and the continuation 
of National prosperity. The confidence 
of the people in the banks and great 
financial institutions of America has been 
sadly shaken within the past few years. 

“It was not strange, therefore, that 
scores of millions of dollars should have 
been withdrawn from the banks and hid- 
den away in secret places. The experi- 
ence of the people with banks during fif- 
teen years past has not been reassuring. 
Perhaps one hundred million dollars or 
more of the earnings of the people 
which they had placed in the banks for 
safe keeping has been dissipated and 
lost.”’ 

The speaker outlined the plan proposed 
for the establishment of the guarantee 
fund through a small tax on deposits, 
and continued: 

“The objection urged that such a sys- 
tem would encourage the establishment of 
‘ wild cat’ banks is not a valid one. The 
liability of the stockholders will continue 
to be the same, a rigid system of exami- 
nation and inspection will be enforced, 
and every honest banker in the country 
would be active in aiding in such inspec- 
tion. The rates of interest to be paid 
on deposits would doubtless be fixed by 
law. In no conceivable way could the 
financial interests or the country be dis- 
turbed or adversely affected.” 


STRAUS SAYS SHELDON LIES. 


Asserts That He Has Proof That Re- 
publicans Levied on Wall Street. 


There was a continuation yesterday of 
the controversy between Nathan Straus, 
head of the Bryan Business Men’s League, 
and George R. Sheldon, Treasurer of the 
Republican National Committee, over 
Wall Street contributions. Last Friday 
Mr. Straus declared without reservation 
that the Republican National Committee 
was coercing bankers and brokers in 
Wall Street into contributing $500 each 
to the Taft campaign fund. When Mr. 
Sheldon heard this he said: 

“That, like every other’ statement 
heard from over there [meaning Demo- 
cratic Neztional headquarters] is absolute- 
ly falss.” 

Mr. Straus yesterday came out in re- 
buttal of the Sheldon denial. 

“He says I lle, he?” said Mr. 
Straus. ‘“ That’s what Roosevelt said to 
Parker ir 1904 when he was accused of 
accepting contributions from big corpora. 
tions; only there is this difference: Mr. 
Roosevelt honestly believed that his de- 
nial was the truth. This man knows it’s 
a lie. He knows he lies. 

“Tf they say that I lie, let them appoint 
a commission to investigate, and I'll go 
before that body and prove my assertion. 
If they will accept the word of four or 
five honorable men, who have nothing to 
gain or lose in politics, the incident I re- 
ferred to can easily be proved. But first 
he must show where they got the funds 
they are using. Then I will prove my 
assertion.” 

When the statement made by Mr. 
Straus was repeated to Mr. Sheldon he 
said: 

“I don’t think Mr. Straus would make 
that statement to me. I have no other 
answer to make except to ask how it 
would be possible for anybody to go into 
Wall Street or any other street and make 
a levy.”’ 

Chairman Hitchcock of the Republican 
National Committee stood by when Mr. 
Sheldon made this statement. He in- 
terrupted to say that the committee was 
looking far beyond the present campaign 
with a view to perpetuating the Republi- 
can Party in power and that under the 
circumstances it was only natural that 
they would do nothing to injure the party 
with the people.

300 LIVES LOST IN TYPHOON. 


Storm Demolished the Buildings for 
Fleet’s Entertainment in Amoy. 


AMOY, Oct. 17.—Native reports re- 
ceived here from Chang-Chow are to the 
effect that more than 300 lives were lost 


in that city as the result of Thursday's 
typhoon. 

Chang-Chow is one of the largest cities 
of China, having a population of about 
1,000,000. It is twenty-four miles from 
Amoy, which is its port. 

The typhoon that resulted In the loss 
of 300 lives is the same storm that swept 
over Amoy Thursday and damaged the 
buildings erected by the Chinese Govern- 
ment for the entertainment of the officers 
and men of the American battleship fleet 
to the extent of $200,000.

SIGNAL ALABAMA AND MAINE. 


Battleships Are on Way from the 
Azores to New York and Portsmouth. 


NEWPORT, R. I., Oct. 17.—The wireless 
telegraph apparatus at the Naval Torpedo 


| Station to-day intercepted a wireless mes- 


sage passing from the steamship Ham- 
burg to Slasconsett, Mass., to the effect 
that on Oct. 12 the Hamburg exchanged 
signals with the United States battleships 
Alabama and Maine, then two days out 
from the Azores, bound to the United 
States. At that time the battleships were 
in 38.20 north latitude, longitude 37.18 
west. They reported all well on board. 
The Alabama and Maine were in ad- 
vance of the Atlantic Squadron, returning 
from the Far East. The Alabama is 
bound for the New York Navy Yard, 
while orders have been Issued for the 
Maine to proceed to Portsmouth, N. H. 
To-day the Nantucket Shoals Lightship 
No. 85 and the torpedo station here have 
been trying to get into communication 
with the Maine by wireless to convey to 
her the order of the Navy Department to 
roceed to Portsmouth. Up to to-night, 
owever, neither of the battleships had 
been communicated with. 


Pacific Fleet Arrives at Honolulu. 

HONOLULU, Oct. 17.—The cruiser Cali- 
fornia, the supply ship Solace, and two 
torpedo boat estroyers of the second 
division of the Pacific fleet, returning 
from Samoa, arrived here at 8:45 o’clock 
this morning. At 2:05 P. M. the remainder 
of the second division of the Pacific fleet, 
which was delay2d by stormy weather, 
arrived.

Copy of Them to Actor Conway Writ- 
ten When She Was 80 to be Sold. 


Interesting works from the libraries of 
Dr. Join W. Francis, author of “ Old New 
York, or Reminiscences of the Past Sixty 
Years"’; of William C. Nell, the first 
negro~to hold office under the National 
Government, and of Dr. Willlam Payne 
Simpson of this city will be sold at auc- 
tion this week at Anderson's. 

Among the scarce items is a fine copy 
of Timothy Alden’s account of Sunday 
missions performed among the Senecas 
and Munsees, containing a sketch of the 
great Indian chief Cornplanter,, from 
whom Alden obtained important informa- 
tion in regard to Indian history, 

A rare Indian pamphlet is the “ nar- 
rative of the captivity and providential 
escape of Mrs. Jane Lewis, who with a 
son and daughter and an infant babe were 
(sic) made prisoners within a few miles 
of Indian Creek by a party of the Sacs 
and Foxes, commanded by Black Hawk.” 

There is also a copy of the curious 
work, “Love. Letters of Mrs. Piozzi, 
written when she was 80, to William 
Augustus Conway.”

of hig office. He obtained the enactment in 
1907 of legislation giving the State Con- 
troller the power to enforee the provisions 
of that statute, He has Inv eenIat ed the 
finances of Broome, Westchester, Clin- 
ton, Warren, Genesee, Oswego, Orleans, 
and several other counties. He 
vealed through these investigations that 


county officers have administered their 
trust incompetently and regligently.

STUDY JOURNALISM AT SMITH,

FOREST FIRES DEAD: 
MAY BE A HUNDRED

Swept District in Northern Mich- 
| igan Is 100 Square Miles— 
Hundreds Are Homeless. 


FIRES THREATEN ALPENA 


Blazes in Neighborhood of Sault Ste. 
Marie Are Growing Worse—Fires 
Start Again in the Adirondacks.

DETROIT, Mich., Oct. 17.—Reports from 
Alpena to-night indicate that the number 
of deaths in the forest fires of Presque 
Isle-and Alpena Counties will surely ex- 
ceed fifty, and may run well up toward 
100. In the vicinity of Metz, Bolton, and 
Posen the fires have burned sufficiently 
to leave several hundred women and chil- 
dren camping with comparative safety in 
the open fields, but near the City of Al- 
pena to-night the fires were so threaten- 
ing that Mayor McKnight called out a 
volunteer force of several hundred men 
with shovels to form a patrol and con- 
struct trenches to stem the progress of the 
flames in the direction of the city. 

The latest report of additional fatalities 
comes in the news of the death of an old 
couple named Pachinski, who were burned 
to death in their home near Posen, Their 
charred bodies were found in the ruins of 
their house to-day, and the badly burned 
body of an unidentified man was found 
on the railroad tracks between Posen and 
Metz to-day. 

It is now estimated that twenty-three 
people lost their lives in the destruction 
|of the ill-fated Metz relief train Thurs- 
| day evening. Previous reports were that 
fifteen were killed, It is doubtful, how- 
ever, if the names of the additional elght 
will ever be known. 

A dispatch from Rogers City told of the 
cremation of four members of the family 
of John Sezerski on their farm near Rog- 
ers City. Sezerski and his two hired 
men escaped and have arrived there, 
From Cheboygan comes a report of the 
finding of the bodies of six children 
named Dust in a road near Metz. Al- 
pena this afternoon reports Miss Siebert 
burned to death in her father’s lumber 
camp at Wolf Creek. 

Measures of relief for the stricken peo- 
ple in Presque Isle and Cheboygan Coun- 
ties are already under way. Hundreds are 
homeless and many have not. sufficient 
clothing. A drop in temperature will 
cause great suffering. A theatre at Al- 
|pena has been thrown open to receive 
| contributions for the refugees, and al- 
| ready presents of clothing are beginning 
to come in. 


Expect State to Give Relief, 


It is expected Gov. Warner, who has 
| been absent from Lansing, will this af- 
ternoon institute some measures of re- 
| lief on behalf of the State. The fire- 
| Swept district takes an area, according to 
lestimates made to-day, of about 100 
| square miles. 

The fires in the neighborhood of Sault 
Ste. Marie, in the upper peninsula, are 
growing -<worse this afternoon. The 
clouds of smoke there are so dense that 
the sun is obscured. All of the country 
between the South Shore Railway and 
Lake Superior in Chippewa County is 
ablaze. 

At Posen. last night’ several hundred 
refugees .from..Metz and. Bolton had to 
sleep In the open air. Three carloads of 
provisions were sent to Posen last night 
from Alpena and more will go forward 
to-day. 

Bishop Charlies .D. Williams of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Diocese of Michigan, 
who drove overland to Cheboygan last 
night after having been fire-bound for 
two days at Hagensville, back of the 
burned village of Metz, said to-day: 
“The whole country is a firetrap. The 
woods are full of dry fallen timber, left 
by the old lumber men; slashings and old 
mills with seasoned lumber are every- 
where. There are not sufficient clearings! 
about the towns and no fire protection. | 
Everything is parched with drought, yet 
the people carelessly clear the lands with | 
fires. It is simply miracurous that more} 
towns do not go like Metz.”’ 

A special from Grand Marais says that 
the steamer Scottish came in there to-day 
and reported the loss of Mate Malcolm 
McGregor at Iroquois Point Thursday 
night while an attempt was being made 
to rescue the light keepers, who were 
blowing urgent distress signals. The 
shore about the point was all afire. When 
the men did not come out from the light- 
house a yuwl was lowered, and Mate Mc- 
Gregor and four men started in. The 
wind was too strong, and they could not 
make the shore 

The steamer came to the yawl's relief, 
but when McGregor was half way up a 
rope ladder on her side he fell back ex- 
hausted and was lost. The distress sig- 
nals were still being sounded when the 
Scottish left the harbor. 


Survivor Tells Experience, 

Wesley Irwin, a Bay City traveling man, 
who was one of the survivors of the Metz 
relief train disaster, gave an account of 
the forest fire tragedy. He said: 

“A party of seven of us took to the 
woods, and were forced to jump over 
burning logs and run through fire in mak- 
ing our escape. It was the only chance to 


take, and we thought it preferable to re- 
maining with the women and children and 
meeting the same fate. For five miles we 
ran through smoke and fire which seemed 
every minute to be taking our strength 
away. When within a half mile of Posen 














my eyesight gave out, and I could only} 
depend upon the railroad track to guide | 
or 


me through. Only two of the nal 
party reached Posen that night. The oth- 
ers straggled along one at a time.” 

Other districts where bad forest fires 
are reported are in the neighborhood of 
Elmira, Gaylord, and Johannesburg, in 
Otsego County; Cadillac, in Wexford 
County; Grayling, in Crawford County, 
where 4,000,000. treés planted by the State 
Forestry Commission were destroyed; 
Grawn, in Grand peageres County, and 

h Huron County, 
jin the “Thumb” district. In the Upper 

Peninsula forest fires are reported around 
Sault Ste. Marie, Menominee, Escanaba, 
and Calumet and Houghton. 

Navigation has been practically sus- 
pended at the Soo owing to the dense 
smoke, and the Presque Isle fog station 
signal on Lake Huron was abandoned 

yesterday by Patrick H. Garrity, who was 
obliged to flee for his life. : 

Rogers City is in most danger to-day of 
any of the settlements in Presque Isle 
County. A large force of men is working 
to save the town, with expectations of 
success. Both Long Lake and Wilson 
Township also escaped. with few losses, 
aithonre both were in great flanger last 
night. 

Reports are constantly coming in of 
the destruction of small logging camps, 
farm buildings, and isolated houses. e- 
tesky, on the west side of the State, re- 
ports that the fire situation in that neigh- 
borhood is better than last night. Hast-

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THE SITUATION IN EUROPE. 
The situation growing out of the ac- 
tion of Austria-Hungary and Bulgaria 
in the Balkans assumes, in the light of 
the latest dispatches, a more serious 
aspect. The hopes of an entirely har- 
monious adjustment which sprang up 


during the week are considerably 
dimmed. Three incidents of distinct 


importance have caused this change. 
The interview given out by the Turkish 
‘Ambassador in Paris, with the still 
more unrestrained utterances of the 


Young Turks in that capital, constitute 


one. The decision of the Bulgarian 
Government to decline to pay Turkey 
any compensation for the assumption 
of independence is a second. The third 
and most important is the assurance 
Gelivered to the Austrian Emperor from 


the German Emperor that the latter 


approves of the annexation of the prov- 
‘inces of Herzegovina and Bosnia and 
will render to Austria “his entire sup- 
port in the present situation.” 

The attitude of Turkey is natural 


mough. Her Ambassador at Paris de- 


elares that what she wants from the 
Powers is “not sympathy but redress.” 
Where has been a breach, there have 
been indeed several breaches of the 


Wreaty of Berlin, all at the expense of 
Turkey, Naturally she ts not content 


with having them recognized as things 


that cannot be helped, especially as she 
sees no prospect of compensation at all 
adequate to the direct injury she has 


received. But it is not what Turkey 
may want or not want that will really 


count in this contingency; it is what 
the various Powers may decide among 
themselves that they will permit her 
to have. The same is trué in less de- 
gree as to Bulgaria. The knot of the 


whole matter is the annexation by Aus- 


tria and the mode in which it will be 
treated by the Powers. It is not to be 
supposed that that act will be an- 
nulled. That would be a humiliation 


for Austria-Hungary to which the dual 
nation would not submit except on di- 


rect and overwhelming compulsion. But 
if not annulled, on what terms shall it 
be recognized? It is on that question 
that the declaration of Germany to 


Austria-Hungary has the most direct 


and significant bearing. 


It is, in the first place, an independent 
declaration. It is the only reply yet 
tendered to Austria-Hungary’s notifi-: 


cation of its action in the Balkans. Not 
only is it made without awaiting the | 


views of other Powers, but it ismade at 
@ moment when the other Powers are 
known to be in consultation as to the | 
questions raised by the notification of 
Austria's action. It is a voluntary 


assumption of an individual rdle in the 
concert of Europe, and an intimation 
that the rdle shall be the dominating 
one. It is not merely a reply to the 
notification by Austria, but still ‘more in 
substance and effect a reply to the rep- 
resentations of Great Britain, France, 
and Russia that the subject of Austria’s 
notification is a common concern to be 
treated by mutual conference. 
true that the inferences involved in 
this unexpected act of Germany are not 
Inevitable, or, at least, they are not 
irreducible. It is open to Germany to 
say, as practically she did say in the 
recent incident of the recognition of 
the Sultan of Morocco, that her act did 
not mean what on its face and logi- 
cally it Appeared to mean, and to shape 
her subsequent attitude accordingly. 
But that, though not an unprecedented 
course, is attended with some difficul- 
“ties.

MR. ROOSEVELT AT OXFORD, 

It has long been expected that Mr, 
ROOSEVELT, after his shooting excursion 
in Africa, would yisit England, in his 
newly acquired character of private 
citizen of the United States, The formal 
announcement of his visit in The Lon- 
don Times a day or so after one of the 
owners of that newspaper was enter- 
tained by the President in the White 
House, and of Mr. RoosEvEutT’s promise 
to deliver the Romanes lecture at Ox- 
ford in 1910, seems to be authoritative. 
The cordiality of his reception is not 
to be doubted for a moment, No other 


President of the United States has been 
held in such high esteem in Great 
Britain. Indeed, the admiration for Mr. 
Roospvett extends all over Europe, 
and he would have great difficulty, in 
a European trip, in eseaping public 
manifestations of this admiration. He 
will have to submit, as gracefully as 
possible, to a great deal of feasting and 
listen to a great deal of sincere praise 
of his career, even if he only visits 
England, 

Of course, the ex-President will carry 


with him all the dignity of his great 
office. No former ex-President has 
been invited to lecture at the first unt- 
versity in the world, and his address 


will be regarded as one of the most 
noteworthy of @ remarkable series, The 


Romanes lectures were founded in 1891 
by GrorGEe JoHN RoMANES, a native of 
Canada, who was educated, strangely 
enough, at Cambridge. The only pro- 


visions of the foundation are that the 
lecturer shall be a man of eminence, 
and that his subject’ shall be either 


scientific or literary. Mr. GLADSTONE 
was twice the Romanes lecturer, deliv-

PRIDE AND PENSIONS. 
To the Rditor of The New York Times: | 

I read with interest the article in 
this morning’s Times entitled “‘ Con- 
science and Pensions,’ commending 
the pensioner who is said to have re- 
turned his pension money to the Gov- 
ernment on the ground that he did not 
need it and his conscience would not 
let him retain it? I will appreciate it 
very much if Tae Timgs will favor me 
with its position as applicable to my 
own case. 

I served through the civil war, was 
wounded once, and received a pension 
of $7.50 a month on account of wounds, 
which was increased to $12 a month 
after I passed the age of 62 years. I 
am not dependent on this pension 
money for the maintenance of myself 
and family, and never have been, but 
I have accepted and retained it with 
some pride—not as a matter of chari- 
ty, but because the Government and 
laws of my country gave it to me. 

Now am I to understand that Tus 
Times contends that every pensioner 
who does not need the pension money 
shoulda return it to the Government as 
a matter of honor or conscience? If so, 
would the same rule apply to a retired 
officer of the army or navy who is 
allowed certain pay after leaving the 
service, but has independent means 
and does not need any assistance from 


the Government?

MODEST OVER HIS DEEDS: 


His Achievements Seidom Mentioned, 
Though He is Said to Have 
Saved Liao-Yang Battle. 


TOKIO, Oct. 18.—Gen. Count Michitsura 
Nodzgu is dead. 


Gen, Nodzu was one of the notable fig- 
ures of the Russo-Japanese war, although 
hig name is probably the least known 
among the Commanders who humbled the 
Czar’s army. Among the Japanese mili- 
tary men who established new traditions 
for secrecy, he was the most secret, giv- 
ing his egervices to his country without 
any apparent desire to have the world 
know of his deeds, 

So while Oyama, the Commander and} 
Chief, Kuroki with the first army, Oku 
with the second army and Nogi of the| 
third appeared day after day in the dis-/ 
patches and were known throughout the | 
world it was only a stray mention now 
and then that came of Nodzu's work. The 
“fourth army "’ would then he mentioned | 
very briefly and not its commander. 

Yet it wag Nodgu who in May, 1904,| 
made a great march from Taku-Shan on! 
the Manchurian coast and appeared on| 
the flank of Gen, Stakelberg, when the! 
Russians were preparing to make a des- 
perate defense of Hali-Cheng. This city} 
was the key of Niu-Chwang, whence the} 
Japanese could easily get supplies by! 
water and rail. Stakelberg on the appear- | 
ance of Nodzu abandoned his intention of 
opposing the advance of Oku from the 
south and retired to Liao- Yang. 

In the battle of Liao-Yan Nodzu’s 
er was flung time and again against | 
the Intrenchments of the Russians, amaz- | 
ing them by the desperation of the fight. | 
When most of Kuroki’s army was flung, 
across the river in the attempt to hem in 
the Russians, Nodzu was compelled to} 
spread out his forces and keep up the} 
assault. A story that has never been de- | 
nied had it that his stubbornness saved | 
the battle for the Japanese. Kuroki had 
been checked on the flank, and the Rus- 
sians were still holding their tntrench- 
ments in front of the city, A council of 
war was held by Field Marshal Oyama} 
and the decision was to withdraw. Nodzu 
asked permission to make one more at- | 
tack, and it was made with such ferocity 
that the Russians gave way and began |} 
the retreat to the Sha-ho. 

When the battle of Mukden was fought! 
much was heard of the movements of | 
Nogi, Oku, and Kuroki, but the reports 

rere consistentiy silent about Nodzu, 
except to say that terrific attacks on the} 
Russian centre and left distracted atten- |! 
tion from the great turning movement of 
Nogi and Oku. It was Nodzu's army that 
did this hammering in the centre, and so 
made possible the victory that soon after 
brought peace, 

Gen. Nodzu was born at Satsuma, 
Japan, November, 1840. He served as a| 
Colonel tn the Imperial Army during the | 
southwestern civil war of 1877. He was! 
promoted to Lieutenant General in 1885, | 
and tn that capacity went to the front in 
the Chino-Japanese war of 1894, In this 
war he was commander of a division 
which attacked the Chinese in the plain 
around VPing-Yang and drove them in| 
flight. He captured the city, and then} 
proceeded to cross the Yalu River. The 

ommander in Chief, Marshal Yamagata, 
being recalled by the Emperor because of 
ill-health, Gen. Nodzu was placed in 
command of the First Army. 

Nodzu in 1894 was promoted to General, 
and a yeer later was created a Count of 
the Japanese Empire. At the outbreak 
of the Russo-Japanese war he was In- 
spector General of Education. He went | 
to the front and was appointed commanda- | 
er of the Fourth Army.

BOSTON, Oct. 17.—Eben H. Gay and 
Soseph W. Jackson, associated under the 
firm name of E. H. Gay & Co. and en- 
gaged in the business of selling securities 
at 25 Congress Street, have been peti- 
tioned into involuntary bankruptcy at 
the instance of three creditors whose 
claims amount to a little more than $3,600. 

The creditors responsible for the peti- 
tion are J. Morris Beardslie of Canton, 
Penn, who had secured a judgment 
against the firm in the New York Su- 
preme Court for $3,007; Eliot Norton of 
New York, who got a judgment for $375, 
and Horace E. Farrington, a clerk em- 
ployed by the firm, who claims that $207 
for salary is due him. 

In their petition the three creditors-assert 
that ‘‘ the alleged acts of bankruptcy are 
that on Aug. 8. the firm made a general 
assignment to John P. Reynolds, Jr., for 
the beriefit of creditors, and that.the con- 
cern conveyed and transferred to Reyn- 
olds the whole or part of the property 
with intent to hinder, delay, and de- 
fraud.”

More than 80 per cent. of the 
creditor banks have either assented to the 
six months’ extension of their loans or!

are the Hudson River Power Companies | 
and the Pittspurg, Binghamton & East- 
ern Railroad.

The estimates average, as a rule, about 
$100 higher than the figures at Harvard, 
Yale, or Vassar. This is due to the high- 
er living expenses in New York. he 
Committee on Student Employment be- 
lieves, however, that this difference is 
offset by the superior advantages open to 
those who wish to earn the whole or a 
| part of their expenses at college. 

The estimated necessary expenses for a

EXPLOSIONS WARN OF FIRE. 
Candy Factory Blaze Breaks Up a 
Meeting of a Political Club. 


o explosions in quick succession gave 
the first alarm last night of a big fire in 
the five-story factory building occupied by 
the Adyance Novelty Candy Manufactur- 
ing Company, at 1,408 and 1,410 Awenue A, 
on the southeast corner of Seventy-fifth 
Street, For some time before the alarm 
tenants in the neighborhood had smelled 
burning candy, but no one had discovered 
the origin. 

The explosions broke up a meeting of 
Maurice Featherson’s Cherokee Club, at 


First Avenue and Seventy-fifth Street, 
and brought 500 members of the club on 
a run to the scene of the fire. Battalion 
Chief Dougherty, after the first alarm, 
turned in second and third alarms, which 
brought Chief Croker. The building was 
pretty well cleaned out despite the fire- 
men’s efforts. 

About twenty families, mostly Italians, 
were driven out of a tenement at 1,406 
Avenue A, adjoining the factory, and that 
building was so soaked with water that 
it was rendered uninhabitable for the 
night. Mrs. Kate Karral, 70 years old, in 
attempting to leave the building, sprained 
her ankle and was oarried out.

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BETTER NOISE LAW 


So Says Dr. Darlington, and Will 
Advocate the Passage of 
the Marx Ordinance. 


HELPLESS IN SOME CASES

Individuals May Suffer Without Re 
dress Under the Nuisance 
Classification. 


Health Commissioner Darlington tHinks 
the time has come for New York to have 
a distinct and all-embracing ordinance 
covering the noise nuisance, with its en- 
forcement in other hands than his. He 
has only sixty policemen, which would be 
@ mere handful in covering the entire city, 
80 he wants the new ordinance to be a 
part of the Penal Code, and the responsi- 
bility of its enforcement put on the Po- 
lice Department. 

“The matter is of great importance,” 
said he yesterday. ‘‘ The city has long 
needed an ordinance which shall make it 
a misdemeanor for any person or corpo- 
ration to cause unnecessary din, This law 
should embrace the hawking of wares on 


men say that they may have to smoke/the street, burglar alarm bells which go 


off on false alarms and ring all night, the 
lata honking of automobiles, the unneces- 
sary blowing of steam whistles by river 
craft, flat wheels on street .cars, and 
every other form of noise which can be 
dispensed with or reduced to a minimum. 

“I shall go before the Aldermég. on 
Monday and urge the passage of such an 
ordinance as a part of the Penal and not 
the Sanitary Code, so that the police will 
enforce it just as they do any other ordi- 
nance, New Yorkers have a right to sleep 
at night, and the city authorities should 
see that they are not disturbed more than 
is nec2ssary. H 

“Complaints pour into this office every 
day in the year against parrots, pianos, 
amusement halls, dynamos in apartment 
houses, howling dogs, cars with flat 


wheels, blowing of whistles, hucksters, 
ree alleys, and a seore of other 
things.” 

Dr. Darlington does not think that a 
disturbing noise can be done away wi 
in a great city even at night, but it 
can be and should be greatly 

He points out that while the Board of 
Heaith, by the exercise of the broad We 
ers given it, can control most cases of un- 
necessary noise, the city has never had @ 
general ordinance covering the subject, 
because some distressing cases even the 
Heaith Board cannot control, as they can- 
not be construed as coming under the 
general head of nuisances. 

Under present conditions if only one 
person is disturbed, no matter what the 
circumstances or how distressing the dis- 
turbance, he may not get redress, because 
the discomfort of one person cannot be 
construed as a public nuisance. 

In advocating the passage of the Antti- 
Noise ordinance to come up on Monday 
Dr. Darlington has the earnest support of 
the Society for the Suppression of Un- 
necessary Noise, whose President, Mrs. 
saac L. Rice, will also appear before the 
Aldermen to-morrow in behalf of Alder- 
man Marx’s measure. Mrs. Rice does not 
think the ordinance should prescribe pen- 
alties which will be oppressive, but favors 
eaving penalties to be fixed by the court, 
with certain limitations in the law. . She 
has received many letters from physicians 
and Superintendents of hospitals ¢om- 
mending this and promising untiring sup- 
port. For instance, Dr. Thomas L. Sted- 
man, editor of The Medical Record, wrote: 
*‘ No one not a practicing physician with 
experience in attendance on the sick can 
ever appreciate the effect of. noise on 
them. blow on the head jn ce n 
cases would not be more fatal than a 
loud noise.”’ " 
Supt. 8S. 8. Goldwater of Monnt Sinal 
Hospital, Fifth Avenue and 100th Street, 
wrote that the present ordinance. - has 
roved ineffectual so far as conditions 
surrounding that institution are con- 
cerned 

‘‘Whether this is because the present 
ordinance does not cover the situation or 
whether :t is due mainly to the Inability 
or failure on the part of the proper offi- 
clals to enforce it I leave to you, who 
have specialized on the subject, to de- 
termine,” he added. ‘‘I know, however, 
that in the neighborhood of Mount Sinai 
Hospital the hospital zone is not respected 
either by small boys or motorists.”’ 

Supt. Louis Kortum of the German Hos- 
pital, at Park Avenue and _ Seventy- 
seventh Street, on the other hand, has 
found some improvement. 

“Conditions in our neighborhood have 
much improved,’ he wrote to Mrs, Rice a 
week ago. ‘‘ For that alone we are grate- 
ful.
